S the All-wise and Omnipotent Providence of 
everlasting Jehovah, has, apparently, detected 
and overruled that impenetrable plan and mystery of 
iniquity (which is © TO DEGRADE BY THE WORST OF 
MEANS THE EVERLASTING GOSPEL OF His DEAR 
SoN TO A MERE POLITICAL SYSTEM” _ esta- 
blisbed and fized by the Rulers of France, in a Govern- 
ment responsible neither to God, nor any community, 
on earth,) in such a manner, that these Usurpers 
of abstract Scriptural principles, pretending to stand 
detached of all forms, are necessitated to disguise 
their weakness by an importunity to demand peace of 
all who by any forms have hitherto held the in- 
dependency of their Religion and Country, the 
security of life, freedom and property, &c.—As the 
infernal policy of these Rulers has so far prevailed on 
side of Roman Catholic Powers, that there is no longer 
a doubt, concerning the restoration of Royalty under 
a Supreme Spiritual and Political Head; but only a 
. dilatory manceuvre to try by force of arms, whether 
Royalty and Republicanism shall be subject to a Hil- 
debrandian independent Pope, (likely to be the first 
Consul's Brother the object of jealousy with Cardi- 
nals in the late insurrection at Rome, 1798) or to 
such a Cæsarean and Royal one, which keeps Christ- 
ians and Protestants in full submission to the Gothic 
and Roman, as well as modern disorder of things. 
As the said political influence has so far cor- 
rupted the professors of the doctrine of faith, in the 
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= _- divinity and atonement of Christ and his blessed 
=” Spirit the only Vicar on Earth; on which the indepen- 
dency of the Christian Faith and Protestant Coun- 
tries rest, that there is scarce a potentate that can 
E act in good confidence without fear of being 
=. ' thwarted in his measures, by his own Ministers and 
© © Sgubjects, miserably ignorant of, or designedly averse 
to the real Christian Faith, —And as loose public 
rints abuses at the risk of public tranquillity, and 
oss of real Freedom, divine and human toleration 
for something highly different, either beyond or be- 
neath the mark of that important article. -I would 
beg leave to ask. with Prophets of old—How long will . 
Christians and Protestants halt on both sides How 
long will they tarry to declare bether Febovah alone 
7s their God, or that Anti- christian Power, of whom it 
is foretold in the Word of God, Dan. 11, 36, 45. He 
Sball do according to bis Will, and be sha 4 exalt bim- 
self, and magnify himself above every God—and shall 
Speak marvellous things against the God of Gods, &c, 
2 Thess. 2. 1. 11. Rev. 9. 1, 12. chap. 13, 17. 
By the doctrines of the Reformation to which 
every Protestant King and Subject has either tacitly 
or expressly given at least their affirmation, I will 
not say their solemn oath: the will and conduct of 
Kings and Subjects, is limited by the Word of the 
everlasting Jehovah for his glory, the good of him- 
self and his fellow- creatures. In the first form of 
real Protestantism a proviso for real and everlasting 
freedom and happiness to be obtained by faith in the 
eternal Son of God, has been established in the fol- 
lowing words: Christians ought to obey the Civil Ma- 
gistrate and bis commandments in all things, which 
can be done without Sin, but if the commandment 0 
the Civil Magistrate cannot be done without Sin, then 
we ought to obey God more than Men, Acts 5, ver. 29. 
Augsb, Conf, Art, 16, | 
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Io this Article, Roman Catholic Powers indepen- 
dent of Rome have set their hands and seal, in the. 
Treaties of Augsburg. Westphalia, Nymweg, Rys- 
wick, Badon, Utrecht, Cævil, Aix-la-Chapelle, Hu- 
bertsburry, Fontainbleau, &c. | 

And the French Nation, under their Bourbonean 
Kings, however, misguided they and she have been 
by the Court of Rome and Modern Republicans, is 
still the guarantee of that Freedom and of vary 
other priviledge obtained by the assistance of an All- 
ruling God and Saviour, who bas wonderfully watch- 
ed for the preservation of that doctrine and sanctioned 
it, by his special Providence, as it will be plainly seen 
in the following performance, capable of infinite im- 
provement by Scripture, History, and other Sciences. 

But the question would be in the present con- 
junctures, when the French Nation, under the in- 
fluence of plausible delusions and dread, is instigated 
against her own interest, to open the sluices of the 
blood of her own Children and those of other Coun- 
tries afresh when the Emperor has the fairest op- 
portunity to give a proof of his fidelity to the two 
Articles, stated in this Treatise, p. 12.—in which his 
honour and conscience is infinitely engaged by his 

Coronation Oath; when Prussia and other Northern 
Protestant Powers by a disinterested and well: in- 
tended Neutrality, earnestly wish not only for Peace 
in general; but for such a reconciliation of religious 
differences, founded on the analogy of Faith and 
Christian Love, to be brought about by peaceable 
means, Tf 

Whether the French, or any other Nation can, 
with propriety promise to themselves the assistance 
of the Almighty in a future campaign without hav- 
ing a sincere respect to a cause, which has hitherto 
been characterised by innumerable instances, as the 
peculiar cause of the great Jehovah and his Christ ?

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In order to detect the enemies of the independency 
of each Protestant Country founded on established 
Christianity, and to undeceive the French Nation 
ready for murder and bloodshed without a cause, 
I would humbly beg leave to submit to their con- 
sideration, the following test as a clue capable, by 
the blessing of the Almighty, to lead them into the 
paths of order and peace so much desired. 

As all things, politics not excepted, are founded 
in God, manifested in Christ Jesus, as King, Priest, 
and Prophet, for the establishment of faith, which 
alone leads to indivisible Union with God—to real and 
genuine freedom from pernicious consequences and 
punishment in time ag? eternity—to the practice of 
the principle of equality, in duties towards God, our- 
selves, and our fellow-creatures—to the security of 
life, freedom, and property—to lawful resistance 
against oppression, on pain of eternal condemnation, 
and under promise of eternal life—it follows that 
that political unity and indivisibility with the Pope, 
Republicans, &c. that liberty and equality—that se- 
curity of life, freedom, and property—that resistance 
against lawful authority, taught by the French and 
. others, independent of faith in Christ, manifested in 
the Bible, is the Work of the murderous Dragon, 
brutal Power, and the false Prophet, which a Christian 
by his baptismal covenant, with God in Christ Jesus 
is bound to renounce — and which is hereby solemnly 
renounced. 

May the benevolent reader never attribute any 
other motive to the author of these pages, than 
what becomes a messenger of peace, and may he, 
partaking of the sentiments, share with him the bles- 
sing pronounced by Christ, Math, 5. ver. 9.

HEN Buonaparte in his letter to His Majeſly inſidioully 
declares that he has detached himſelf of 2 . which 
neceſſary, perhaps, to diſguiſe the dependence of weak ſtates to 
oo in thoſe that are ſtrong the mutua _ to deceive one another ; 

is declaration cannot have the meaning that he enters on a pacifica- 
gon without a form, becauſe the form of the late revolution, on 
which he afts, and which he wiſhes to impoſe, or to have acknow- 
ledged, is inſlalled—nor can he mean to diſguiſe the dependence of 
thoſe ſlates, who acknowledge his form—and that he has no intention 
to deceive; becauſe he declares, he is ſincere and confident—and if 
his Majeſty were capable to believe him to be ſo, and to enter upon 
2 negotiation of peace, detached of thoſe forms, which, made in the 
name of the bleſſed Trinity, imply every parcel of public and private 

roperty not only ; but alſo the ſecurity and independency of the 
Chriſtian and Proteſtant religion ; the Atheiſtical form of the French 
Government, detached from any reſponſibility to God and Men, 
would then ride triumphant, there would then be no longer a mutual 
defire to deceive one another, but the deception wool then ſtand 
complete, in fee ſimple, and it would be intirely out of the power of 
his Majeſty, or any power to guard genf deception or to aft 
honeſtly, ſhould Buonaparte act for Jeſuitical Popery, 

Under the influence of ſuch a dilemma this country would fland 
as naked, as Adam and Eve after the Devil and themſelves had 
detached them of the poſſeſſion of every priviledge, till then en- 
joyed by keeping the form of the covenant of life. 

No doubt, Buonaparte, as he was direfted by Cardinal Mattei 
not to meddle with any thing ſpiritual, when, negotiating with the

land, where frogs are ate deliciouſly, to gather the Kings of the Earth 
into the Battle, on the great day of the Almighty—)* then that 
Chriſtian of any denomination poſſeſſing the power and form of truth 
—are aware of the danger, and call upon one another, in the Words of 
Chriſt, ſaying—Behold I come as a Thief bleſſed is he that watcheth 
_ keepeth his Garment leſt he walketh naked and they fee his 
Shame. | 

Many an enthuſiaſt and fanatic will ſay—The kingdom of God, 
conſiſts not in forms, but the queſtion is here—whether they are poſ- 
ſeſſed of the Power, and the om of Salvation which certainly 

have a form, viz, the form of the Salutary words of Chriſt, without 
which to abide therein, ſuch a one has no God, as the Apoſtles John 
and Paul declare 2 Ep. John 8, 9. 2 Tim. 1. 1g. There is no revealed 
truth which in itſelf ſtands unconneRted with and detached from other 
truths, —Elohim the manifeſted Jehovah appeared to the Patriarks 
in the form of God, and when he came in the form of ſinful fleſh, 
often comprehended in a few words, a form by which a ſoul endowed 
with faith, can know, how to cloath himſelf with his righteoul- 
neſs. And it was a common ſaying with the old that each ſermon 
of divine truth, ought to be like a ſuit compleat and fit to be put 
on.“ 

When Chriſt in the 23 chapter of St. Matthew reproved the 
Scribes and Phariſees, on account of their hypocriſy, it was no 
charge againſt their form, the Moſaic inſtitution, but againſt their 
not Ng it. Upon Moſes* Seat ſaid he, fit the Scribes and 
Phariſees. Whatfoever they tell you do it, but, according to their 
works ye ſhall not do,—Corrupt forms alone ought to be put away. 
And which is more corrupt than that which the French would im- 
poſe with the iron hand of war ? No God, no Chriſt, no Bible, no 
reſponſibility to God, and the community,—AIll is arbitrary, de- 
ſpotic and tyrannical—A vortex of anarchy and confuſion— mug 
to-day and undoing to-morrow.—To-day liberty of conſcience an 
toleration, to-morrow compulſion and oppreſhon. 

It has been the conſtant m of Jeſuits, the Court and Church 
of Rome, to corrupt and detach Protellants of their forms, eſpeci- 
ally that, which brought deliverance from and 1 of their 
juriſdiction to — ſlates; for the proof © this aſſertion, I 
need only to refer the reader to the public records, in England, and 
in Germany from the very dawn of the reformation. 

But as human forms are only binding, as far as they are conſiſt- 
ent with the divine perfettions and the eternal happineſs of Mankind 
manifeſted in holy Writ, more fully than in human form—as recon- 
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ciliation between Men and Chriſtian Nations, is Man's indiſpenſible 


duty, on pain of eternal condemnation, —as reconciliation has for its 
daß 3 mutual ſactiſice of whatever is wrong, and ought to be ſought 
for by every party, according to the 10th Art, of the perpetual peace 
d of religion, in the treaties 1552 and 557 confirmed in 
the Weſtphalian, and every other treaty between Proteſtant and 
Roman Catholic powers; as the Cidevant Court of Rome, has 
ever hindred ſuch a reconciliation and proved itſelf the chief cauſe 
of the pernicious revolution, founded, on uſurped abſtratt principles 
of unity and indiviſibility, &c. (which however reduced to their 
original ſcriptural ſlate, coequal with human Society, afford the 
moſt ſolid baſis of indiviſible union with the Supreme Being, by 
faith in the grand reconciliation of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt unto 
eternal life)—human forms, if they prove a hindrancein any part, to 
pacifications can only be objects o examination, how far they ate 
conducive towards that indiviſible union with God, for the obtaining 
of which, ſecurityof life, property, religious perſonal, domeſtic, civil, 
and political freedom and refiſtance againſt oppreſſion, are neceſſary 
means—it muſt therefore follow of courſe, that the ſacrifice of any 
human form can only be conditional, as fat as incompetent to 
attain to ſuch a union with God, in whom all happineſs, real 
freedom, ſecurity of life and property conſiſt in utmoſt perfection. 
Tho” a way for a perpetual peace, on a ſolid and eternal baſis, is 

not only 232 but highly probable from the almoſt uniform 
nature of things—yet as Chriſtians and Proteſtants, proteſt juſtly 
againſt oy impoſition and oppreſſion, which evidently originate 
from the dottrines and condutt of the Court of Rome uitneſs all 
nr ga po records of the Corpus Evangelicorum, for near three 
hundred years—and eſpecially thoſe diſputes between the houſe of 
Auſtria, the Courts of the houſe of Burbon with the late Pope, 
during the whole of his reign—as the ambiguous conduQt of that 
Court, during the revolution has thrown infinite obſtacles in the way 
of making a prpper uſe of firſt principles, broached in no leſs than 
ſeven Conſtitutions, which now furniſh more the ſeed of anarchy 
and confuſion by its influence, than the means of reconciling. mat- 
ters—as it is evident from the records of the war, that the cunging 
Abbe Seyes and Buonaparte play deep ſchemes for the eſtabliſhment 
of ſuch a royalty by the houſe of Orlean, which, like, that, in the late 
conſtitution of Poland, is only the executive part of ſuch laws and 
cuſtoms, which the Legiſlature of the Roman Court and Church; 
dictate. and which of courſe make every King and Nation, Slaves, 
in conformity to which the preſent Government of France, proves 
a compleate Conclave, and renders every negotiation ſubſervient ;

« Your defires we willingly approve of, and eſpecially thoſe,

Hence it is, that we, ready toanſwer your humble requeſts, do, by 
our apoſtolic authority grant by theſe _—_— an indulgence, for 
ever hereafter, to you and your ſucceſſors, that for the time being 
ſhall be kings, and queens of France, and to every you and them;

| Is therefore the form of ſound doctrines, wrong, that it muſt be 
given up, to the demands of an Atheiſlical government, becauſe its 
predeceſſors, by the dictates and influence of foreign uſurpers, have 
corrupted and abuſed it, for their own private aggrandiſment and 
univerſal tyranny over nations? | 
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. The inſidiouſneſs of ſuch an infinuation evidently appears to be 
part of that impenetrable plan, which, immediately after the delivery 
of the Augiburgh — to Charles Vth by the Proteſtant Princes, 
was framed by the order of Jeſuits, to ſtrike out new politics indepen- 
dient of the Word of God, to undermine the Bible itſelſ and to render 
the doctrines of the reformation ſubſervient to a papal republic— 
* Which, after having obtained its enchanting irreſponſibly form by the 
_ abſtraRt principles of unity and jndiviſibility, lier and equality 
and non reſiſtance, is to unde all, what kings and nationst, nay, 
were it poſſible, God himſelf, has done in the cauſe of true religion ; 
with a view that Rome in Paris, may enjoy her univerſal tyranny 
over the kings and nations of the earth, but of that period holy writ, 
has given timely notice long before it came to paſs. „

ir Richard Steel in his Book called the flate of the Roman 
Catholic religion, when he, addreſſing Pope Innocent, xi. and after 
furniſhing Matter for a Syſtem of recrimination for his Holineſs, 
againſt Proteſtants, tho? intentionally, gives the Copy of an Italian 
manuſcript, found in Ziirch concerning the univerſal con- 
nexion of the Court of Rome, in all Parts of the wo by the 
Propaganda Fidei—by which the judicious reader will eafily tied 
the reaſon why Buonaparte, after having firſt made a ſham peace 
with his Holineſs, in the year 1797, could make ſo rapid a progreſs 
in Egypt and other eaſtern countries !!—Pope Sixtus the Vih after 
Rome had ſtood three times 666 and g3g years, gloried in kaving 
Found out the Method by which Proteſtant dofrines could 
be made ſubſervient to r which, according to the 
Word of God, and the 16th Art. of the Augſburgian Confeſſion 
are to be limited by the Word of God for the glory and indiviſible 
union with God and the happineſs of Mankind, were then ſeperated 
from the Bible-Syſtem for the abſolute indivifible union with the 
Court of Rome, Carteſian, Leipnizean, Wolfian, and Kantian 
Philoſophy, more than 3000 Socinian and Voltarian Authors, (by 
the abuſe of toleration, which even Pius VIth, reſerving Popery for 
himſelf) acknowledged in his letter to Buonaparte, dated December 
24, 1796. worked all together for the ſame purpoſe, viz. to get rid of 
the Bible and to overthrow its eſtabliſhment by Treaties.

The grand argument of Luthereans in the Augſburg confeſſion 
certainly differs wide from that of Rome and France, Namely 1ſt. 
Indiviſible union with the everlaſting Jehovah and his Church, 
2ndly. Real and genuine Freedom from Sin, death, and eternal 
condemnation, by faith in the blood and atonement of Chriſt, unto 
eternal life, —grdly. True Chriſtian fraternity founded on faith in 
the ſound dofirine of Chriſt by the infallible Spirit of love and 
truth, the only Vicar of Chriſt in Heaven and on Earth.—4thly, 
Security of life and property to be eternaliſed by a conſcientions 
application for the Glory of God and the univerſal goo Fg Man- 
kind in all kind of works of Piety and Charity.—5thly. Refiſtance 
by faith in Chrift againſt Sin, within,. the World and the Devil 
without, untill the happy conſummation 7 the preſent probatory 
life, in hop? of a better one full of reward ang eternal Glory, 

As in theſe five Points not only the limits of the differences in 
religion between the real Chriſtian Church and that of Rome are 
aſcertained, but alſo the reduction of uſurped abſtraRt principles to 
their original Bible-ſlate, appears prafticable, under the auſpices of 
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* Of all the ſefts among Chriſtians, the Lutherans appear to me the 
moſt inconſiſtent. The objections which other ſets make to each other, 
are all to be levelled againſt that alone, It is in perticular as intolerant

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infinite improvement for indiviſible union with God and eternal 
liberty Rar would aſk the followers of impious Roſſeau what 2 
argument the Church of Rome and French Republicans can 
which the Luthereans are deſtitute of ) Is it the temporal Sword 
for the eſtabliſhment of a new, what they call, orthodox Syſtem with 
a new papacy and prelacy, which has — notified by the Italian 
and French RR in Summer of the year 1796, when the Court 
of Rome had ſigned the proliminaries of peace? And which again 
was mentioned in the letter of the Cidevant Biſhop Gregorie to the 
Arſhbiſhop de Argos, inquiſitor general, in Spain, 1798, when the 
court of Rome was rather too forward: becauſe the Oliarchiſts of 
France had not yet ſucceeded far enough with the Court of Ruſſia 
and the Proteſtant powers to ſurrender their forms and countries to 
a new Pope or Jetuitrical General ?—In ſuch a caſe Proteſtants 
and other Chriſtian Nations may inſtantly implore the divine Majeſty, 
to keep them deſtitute of ſuch tyrannical arguments of theſe 3 
tigable Babel-builders, and deliver them alſo of thoſe, who delight 
in building Zion with blood, The above Note betrays, however 
the real Charafter of Roſſeau in ſetting on every other Se and 
Party to level their objeftions againſt the Lutherans alone, And 
there are traits enough in the inſidious revolution by which it appears 
that not the Roman States alone who diſputed with the Pope the 
rights of inveſtiture from the time of Pope Hildebrand to the late 
Pope, were the object of the revolutioners, but after this be done 


by conqueſt and treaties with avowed Atheiſt, England, Ruſſia,

eden, Denmark, Pruſſia, &c. were to be brought too alſo. 


This appears plainly from the following paſſage of Roſſeau, page 
47, in which he informs the Roman Prieſts, how toaddreſs the Cal- 


- viniſlic Genevean Senate, &c. viz. All this hath gone well ; but 


at preſent tand afide, wretched intruders as you are ; you have 
only been labouring for us. This is the key to the myſtery. 

Surely none of the Parties, who from the time of Thomas Munt- 
zer and Charleſtadt leyelled their objeftions at Luther's Doftrine ſtood 
in need of encouragement by Roſſeau, they were already in the 
habit of doing the pleaſure of the enemy to ſmall honour and profit 


to themſelves, and to the infinite hurt of truth; merely becauſe they 


had obtained an eſtabliſhment, independant of Rome and paved the 
way for the independency of others, whoſe rights of conſcience Lu- 
thereans never infringed, tho? they guarded againſt their influence and 
errors, becauſe they — what 14 believed and hath obtained, and 
that Rome delighted in ſetting Proteſtants together by the ears. This 
Roſſeau calls intolerance of the Lutherans, That alſo Voltaire knew 
of the revolution near 30 years ago is plain from the conclu- 
fion of his Book called the Life of Lewis XIV. where he ſays— 
' Theſe great things (meaning the bloody exploits of the King) wall

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one day appear very little, when they are confounded in the immenſe 
— the revolutions, which turn the World upfide down,

F This atheiſtical deiſt deſignedly ſaid every thing, what he could 
ſay againſt the Superſlition and Oppreſſion of the Church of Rome 
to confound the World, becauſe he knew that Rome herſelf ſaw it 
neceſſary to abandon, for a while, the cruel and 2 Syſtem 
with a view to blind the World and to induce Proteflantz—lukewarm 
Proteſtants io return to her boſom, while ſhe, in the mean time, prepa- 
red her Syſtem of recrimination, like the Devil, who ſeduced our 
firſt Parents that he might accuſe them more effectively hereafter, 
This Syſlem of recrimination has been inſinuated by Pamphlets, 
wrote in the beginning and during the Revolution, in favour of the 
law of Nations, by which the Roman Church, ever ſo corrupt and 
guilty, ſhould appear, on the ps of equality, no more ſo, than 
other, nay even the Jews and Mahometans, ſo, that Chriſt again 
an aſſociate with Barrabas and the two thieves on the croſs, ſhould 
have no Church of his own, but go in company with murderous 
Cain, antient and modern Philoſophers, and every SeQtarian, for 
which honour, however, his true followers were to pay dear. 
Voltaire, as other malignant enemies of the Chriſtian religion, knew 
very well that the way to the peace of that Church was kept open, 
to which he returned dying.—Prieſts alone next the omniſcient God, 
knaw, what kind of repentance and recantation he has made—No 
doubt he would be counted as worthy of Canonization had the 
Scheme ſucceeded in full, as he and Roſſeau have been thought of the 
Pantheon by the Apoſtate Prieſts of that Church, 

Thus a Ny lle of deception ſupported and ſanftioned by a Bull 
from a Pope rode on valliantly—And there is no doubt Buonaparte, 
declared the dear Son of, and by the late Pope, thinks himſelf as 
ſafe as Voltaire by returning to the peace of the Church.—And 
Talleyrant * » who has already begun to recriminate the Britiſh 
Government in his laſt Note, and charged it with atling in oppoſition 
to thoſe principles, on which the Revolution under William III. 
and the enthronement of the Proteſtant Houſe of Brunſwic took 
place, has nothing elſe in view than to gain time and prepare, by a 
peace with the Emperor and other Roman Catholic Powers, a ſufh- 
cient force, without which the Syſtem of recrimination cannot have 
its full and univerſal effe& upon diſunited Proteſtants to bring them 
back under Rome, Heathen, or Papal, 

On theſe — which reſting not on mere probabilities but on 
plain proofs from the. 2 — condutt of Revolutioners, &c. it 
muſt be for ever juſtihable, as it is the indiſpenſable duty of every 
Man, Chriſtian and Proteſtant, not only to ſecure, but alſo to improve

Rome, have been ever fince foſtered for the ſuppreſſion of the rights of 
| God and Man,) would neither be in oppoſition to the, profeſſions of 
the Revolutioners; if ſincere, nor prejudical to the ſovereign rights of 
nations, even thoſe hitherto known by the name of Roman 
Catholics, vizs Auſtria, Germany and Italy, who, for ever and 
eſpecially in the reign of the laſt Pope, have Gund the reigns of Go- 
vernment ſhackled by a foreign Lord, and an uſurped Government, 
whoſe Clergy and Votaries in every nation are its exclufive ſubjefs 
to keep up and promote that Emperium in Emperio, which has 
hitherto proved the peſt of ſociety, though under the cover of moral 
France, in oppoſition to Geographical, would alas! as a pretended 
friend, under the influence of papal equality prove as dangerous 
as before, if included in a treaty without a reconciliation of thoſe 
religious differences ſtipulated for ſpecial union with God. Viz, 
Axt. 1. The controverſial religion ſhall in no manner be brought 
to an unanimous reconciliation but by Chriſtian like, friendly, peace- 
able ways and means, on pain of the peace of the land.“ 

Art. 10, © As a reconciliation of religion ſhall be ſought for by 

becoming means; and becauſe it is not eaſy to obtain Cach a Chriſ- 
tian, friendly, and final reconciliation without a conſtant peace: 
it has been agreed upon by all parties, that ſuch a ſlate of peace ſhall 
be at all times faithfully obſerved, in all its articles, until it is ob- 
tained, But if ſuch a reconciliation cannot be obtained by means of 
a govern! council, national convention, diſcourſes, or imperial tran- 
ſattions, there ſhall nevertheleſs ſuch a ſtate of peace ſtand firm and 
unmoveable in all its articles until a final reconciliation in matters of 
faith, ſhall have been obtaincd, &c.“ 
_ "Theſe, are the auguſt ſtipulations made and guaranteed by the free 
and independent ſtates of Europe, and ſecured by the perpetual ca- 
pitulation of the German Empire, independent of the concurrence of 
the court of Rome, againſt whom Proteſtants have ever had juſt 
cauſe to proteſt, This court, always conſidering the ſupport of the 
Chriſtian religion not by its friendly means, but by the temporal 
ſword, intrigues, and other unbecoming meaſures, has proved itſelf 
unqualified for entering into and bringing about ſuch a reconciliation, 
The corruption of the doftrines of the reformation, the ſupporting, 
and raiſing of ſefts, parties, broils, diſſenfions, inſurreftions and wars, 
in the ſlates of Europe, with a view, to overthrow the eflabliſhment 
has ever been notorious z—till of late, when it pretended to be more 
friendly to the civil powers, becauſe that court knew * well, that 
the French would do the cruel part of its buſineſs in its ſtead, by the 
abhorred, cruel and unaccountable revolution. 
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But, perhaps, the Augſburg confeſſion and its defenders are 
wrong, becauſe, ſay Papiſts, and other ſets and que Bra ground 
2 upon the litteral ſenſe of the Bible, which is univerſally 
obſcure, uncertain and inſufficient, without the aſſiſtance of ora 
traditions, and the decrees of the univerſal Church and her head the 
Pope, which before Luther and ever was the depoſitory of truth, 

Theſe objettions have been thouſands of times refuted, and de- 
ſerve no further anſwer; beſides it is evident that not the Roman. 
but the Jewiſh and the truly apoſtolic Church, which exiſted before 
that of Rome, has been the depoſitary of the word of God—And 
concerning its obſcurity, uncertainty, and inſufficiency without the 
Church, under a viſible ſpiritual and temporal head, -thouſands of 
texts of Scripture militate againſt that futile argument; Adam and 
Eve with the whole Patriarchal Church, before and after the flood 
underſtood fully the oracles of God, and eſpecially the grand 
firſt Goſpel promiſe, without a Pope, by the immediate illumination 
of the Spirit of G Traditions of truth, independent of falſhood 
have never been proteſted againſi by true Proteſtants, That Church 
agrees with the firſt Roman Church to whom the Apoſtle Paul wrote 
his excellent Epiſile, which, (next to the oracles of God, in the four 
chapters of Geneſis, as it appears from Kennicot and De Rofſi's 
| Works, have very few variantes lectiones and reduce the arti- 

cles of faith to a very ſmall number,) might be made not only the 
 Hermeneutic rule of explaining the reſt of the Bible, but alſo the 
flandard and rule of faith, morals and judgment, if indivifible union 
with God by faith in the atonement of Chriſt, unto eternal life is 
made the nniverſal ſcope of all that believe, is once agreed upon 
between the parties. In ſuch a Union with God as the ſcope of all 
revelation every ſaving principle and doftrine hitherto baſely mo- 
nopoliſed by the Court and Church of Rome and French republi- 
cans, for their own private intereſt, concentrates and works together 
for eternal happineſs, in perſevering believers. This argument will 
and can never be diſputed by any man, capable of thinking, and undi- 
aſſed by party prejudice, And, as it has been the Jodrine of the 
univerſal Church from Adam, the father of all, down to the preſent 
time, nothing is required for a univerſal reconciliation than to have 
recourſe to the real hiſtory of the holy Scriptures, itſelf, which, fer 
the Article of juſtification by faith, I ſhall do by that kind of 
Chronology, which I publiſhed in my third number of the Chriſlian 
* Guide, P. 67-72, and improved in my key to the French 
revolution. Preface x--xv, and Page 128144 
The key to that kind of Chronology lies in the fountain of all 
Wiſdom and Knowledge, Namely, in the doArine of the bleſſed 
Three in One, who manifeſting bimſelf as Father Son and Holy Ghoſt 
in the fix days creation of the World, and for near 6000 years, in 
the preſervation, ruling and redeeming of it, in the Santtification 
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and Salvation of his Church and in the condemnation of the Dragon, . 
the Beaſt, falſe Prophet, and every perſevering unbeliever, has left 
it on record, by his Servant the Apoſtle St. John, Rev. 13. 18. viz, 
That the number 666 ſhall be the criterion of that Empire or beaſt 
to whom, in the laſt perſecution of his Church, the Dragon - vi&o- 
rious, with his ſeven antichriftian conſtitutions® (Diadems) and 
ten antidecglogian horns, ſhall give his great power, and authority, 
a time, times and half a time, or three times 666 and gg days and 
thus to aft againſt his truly apoſtolic Church, according to the 
12th and 1gth chapters of the Revelationss Which Church, tho' 
ſupported and protected in the Wilderneſs, during that period, by 
the two al of the great Eagle, was, however, in danger to be car- 
ried away, by the ſtream of thoſe Atheiſtical Politics, which the 
n poureth forth from his mouth, Sc. chap. 12, 13. 16-17. 
and chap. 13--17. It will then plainly appear from the Hiſtories of

I ſhall rather go on, with e, to covince, if poſſi- 
ble, thole, who in this age of infidelity, have contrafted habits, to 
deny a particular providence and to ſhew that theſe things have not 
tome to paſs at a random, and without the particular Foreknowledge 
of God, to deſtroy the Dragon, the Beaſt, and the falſe Prophet. 

Thoſe, however, who are poſſeſſed of King James's Bible may 
conſult its much approved Chronology, placed on the margin of Dan. 
12. where they will find, according to Ctifas, Archbiſhop Uſher 
and others the year 534 before Chriſt, which added to the year 
1797, will exaftly make up the three Times 666 and 33g years, 
which as the Text ſays, are a time, times, and half a time, when 
Antichriſt ſhall have accompliſhed to ſcatter the power of the holy 
people.

up fromeverlaſting. Pf. 2. v. 7. chap. 45. ver. 8. Prov. 8. 12. 22. 
that this inaugutated wiſdom alone can be called the ſon, begotten 
for the world's ſake, and the true Elohim, knowing good and evil, 
Gen. 1, 1. chaps g. v. 5.— 22; that the ſpirit of Elohim is alſo the 
ſpirit of Jehovah, or the ſpirit of wiſdom, power, truth, righteouſneſs, 
holineſs, love, and mercy, proceeding from Eloha and Elohim, and 
moving on the waters, Gen, 1. v. 1. that Jehovah, independent of the 
world—Elohim the mediator, between infinite Jehovah and a finite 
world—and his Spirit, are but one indivifible eſſence, but, as three in 
perſon have created, the world in fix days ; that, to each of theſe 
three, belong the fix days of the creation; that by way of addition 
and numeration theſe three fixes make 666, and conſtitute a time, 
which, by way of multiplication by the number three makes 1998 
years—the death of Noah, who is expreſsly called a heir of the right- 
eouſneſs by faith. Heb. 11. 7. that from 2004 the birth of Abraham, 
whoſe faith was counted unto him for righteouſneſs until the birth of 
the Meſha, are again 1998 or 4002 years, with the ſix daysof the 
creation; that three times three times 666, make exactly 6000 years,

296. &c. Of the ſame purpoſe is the treaty of Aix la Chapelle,

can be no other than the City of Rome: which came not from, but

It is a rule with interpreters that The fertility of the divine

aſſigned often prove the foundation of others to be aſſigned. 

Hence is it alſo that the Viſion of the 7th chapter, v. 2g, 27. 
which defines the duration of the 4th Beaſt the Roman Monarchy 
from its date to Pope Gregory XIII. to be a time, times, and half a 
time, applies from the date of the Viſion to the expulſion of Jeſuits, 
by a Bull of Clem, XIV. 1774, and to the abrogation of the form of 
excommunication, pronounced every year by the oye on Tueſday 
before Eaſter, againſt all, who are not Roman Catholics—and if the 
reſiſlance of the Americans, and the declaration of War by France, 


Spain and Holland; nay an armed Neutrality againſt Great Britain 


after every cauſe was removed, by the Miſſion of the Earl of Carlile, 
1777, could be juſtified, the time, times, and half a time or 2331 
alſo apply to that period;--becauſe if the right of impoſing three-pence 
in a pound of Tea was diſputed, how can the oppreſſion of Popery 
and France be utied?--Th 
abſolutely to have come to its end according to the Word of 

And a Syſtem of reconciliation by improving the principle of faith 
in the unity and indiviſibility, of Jehovah as ſtipulated, by Proteſtant 
Treaties appears to be the only remedy againſt preſent and future evils, 

This 3 appears to be alſo correſponding with the conduct 
of the defenders of the independency of the Bible according tothe A, 
C. and the laſt prophecy of Daniel, chap. 12. 11, 12. and that Rev. 

13. according to which 1290 years being 
appointed; nay a bleſſing pronounced on him that waited 1935 
from the time, when the daily ſacrifice ſhould be taken away, which 
Chriſt declares of the deſtruftion of Jeruſalem, Matt. 24. 15-28-This 
commenced in the War with the Romans in the year 66 after Chriſt, 
Adding 1290 prophetic days to 66, it makes the year 1356, when 
temporalities were almoſt univerſally reſcued from the uſurpations of 
the Court of Rome, when the Golden Bull under Charles IVch 
gives a right to the German Princes to confederate, independent 
of the other Coeſtates, to make and keep the peace in their own do- 
minions, in conſequence of which the - tr” fates in the time of 
Luther confederated and preſented no leſs than 100 grievances to 
the diet of Worms 1521, and the religious peace eſtabliſhment, as it 
reſts on the independency of the Word of God, had alſo its political 
foundation in that Bull, independent of any other article and condu& 
of that Emperor in favour of Popery. 

There is every reaſon to believe that, the prophetic year, month, 
day, and hour which make 396 years (in which the four avenging 
Angels, deſcribed Rev. 7. 1, g. and chap. 9. 13, 15, were ready 
to hurt the earth—and 75 the third part of Men, but were
